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MEMORANDUM FOR: Director of Central Intelligence

SUBJECT: Expansion of the Rural Development Cadre 

Program in Vietnam 

1 . This memorandum contains a recommendation for action 
as stated In paragraph five. 

2. Special Assistant to the President for Peaceful Recon- 
struction in Vietnam* Mr. Robert W. Komer, in his letter to the 
Director of Central Intelligence on 21 April 1866, requested the 
Director's reactions to Deputy Ambassador William J. Porter’s 
proposal for rapid increase in the number of cadre available for 

the Rural Development Program in Vietnam. Mr. Komer also asked 
for the Director's agreement in principle to Ambassador Porter's 
proposals as soon as possible. 

8. Deputy Ambassador Porter noted in a memorandum to 
Mr. Komer that, substantial as it is, the present output of rural 
development cadre from the Vung Tau training site is insufficient 
in that it does not permit rapid follow-up to the growing military 
capability for sweeping the Viet Cong out of key areas. The 
expanding military capability to clear terrain is increasingly out- 
running our ability to Insert trained cadre to hold the area and 
prevent reinfection by the Viet Cong. Ambassador Porter proposed 
to increase the current capability of training, roughly 19, 000 cadre 
per year to 39, 000 cadre per year by the end of 1866. He proposes 
to do this by expanding the Rural Development Cadre Program to 
include the development of an additional site for the construction 
of a second training complex. Ambassador Porter has recom- 
mended that: 
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2 . 


a. CIA win continue to have responsibility for super- 
vision, planning, and control of the cadre program and its expansion; 

b. other Agencies will make available, as necessary 
and on a priority basis, to the Agency personnel and material required. 

e. COMUSMACV assistance be utilized to obtain the 
necessary Vietnamese manpower. 

4. Mr. Komer, in his letter to the Secretary of State; the 
Secretary of Defense; Administrator, AID; and the Director of 
Central Intelligence, concurs in Ambassador Porter’s proposal. 

§. It is recommended that the Director sign the attached 
memorandum to Mr. Komer. 

8. Attached herewith is a survey of the proposed site for the 
new training center made by Saigon Station.
